THREE LADIES TO HER AID.

THEY COMPELLED MR. WARD TO 
RECOGNIZE HIS WIFE. 


Made Him Provide Her With Funds 
and Then Took the Unfortunate 
Woman to the Baptist 
Sanitarium. 


Mrs. Charles W. Ward, formerly of 509 
South Ewing avenue, is being nursed back 
to sanity and health at a private hospital, 
after having spent three years in the In- 
sane Asylum and Poorhouse. 

It is alleged that Mrs. Ward was cast 
upon the city as a pauper through the neg- 
lect of her husband, who is a locomotive 
engineer on the Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

She was taken from the Poorhouse by 
woman friends ijiast Friday and sent to the 
Baptist Sanitarium, where it is hoped she 
may completely recover from the effects of 
her long illness and worry over neglect. 

The women who sent ‘Mrs; Ward to the 
Sanitarium are Mrs. W. W. May of 221 
Bernard street, Mrs. W. C. Study of 2836 
Park avenue and Mrs. E. McLaughlin of 
s09 Vista avenue. a self-appointed commit- 
tee of the ladies’ branch of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers. 

The ,trio of women who performed this 
deed of charity are averse to acquiring pub- 
licity in the matter, but Mrs. May, who is 
the chairman of the committee, related the 
facts to the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 

“We were impelled to take the step we 

by love for a noble and unfortunate 
woman whom we all knew and leved before 
she was made a ward of the city. 

“Her huspand makes a good salary and 
is amply able to take proper care of her. 
We conceived it to be our duty to see that 
proper provigion was made for her and we 
did it through Mr. Ward's employers, He 
was given the alternative of making this 
provision or resigning his position. 

“Mrs. Ward resided on South Ewing ave- 
nue when she was taken ill something over 
three years ago. She came to my house 
on account 6f a domestic difficulty. She 
rapidly grew worse,and her husband said 
he would send her to the Baptist Sani- 
tarium. He called for her with a catriagwe 
and I supposed at the time took her to the 
sanitarium. 

“Il was greatly shocked some days later 
to learn that she had been taken to the 
City Hosp‘tal. There she developed symp- 
toms of insanity. Her friends firmly be- 
lieved that this serious phase of her malady 
was brought about by’ worry and chagrin 
over the fact that she was an inmate ofa 
city institution when she had always been 
independent of public ald. 

“At all events the poor woman’s condi- 
tion became so serious that the hospital au- 
thorities were obliged to send her to the 
Insane Asylum. It was distressing to see 
her during her spells of mental derange- 
ment. She was possessed of an hallucina- 
tion that some person was continually tele- 
phoning unpleasant news to her. “When 
rational she was as bright as ever and at 
these times she keenly felt her position

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*’ LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Oct. 19.—The 
sixth trial of the famous Hillmon insurance 
case is on in the United States Circuit 
Court. 

This case has been in the Federal Courts 
for 20 years, and seems no nearer solution 
than when it was first filed. 

' The first of the five preceding trials lasted 

feven days and the last one required 75 
days. In all nearly 200 days’ time of the 

United States Circuit Court for Kansas 
have been devoted to considering this case. 
| A verdict was reached only once, and that 
‘during the third trial before Judge Shires, 
when the jury found for Mrs. Hillmon. 

Two of the judges and about half the 
;jJurymen who sat in the trials have died. 
., Fifteen of the witnesses in former trials 
i have died and their testimony will be read 

to the jury. One witness, John H. Brown, 
‘who it is claimed, was wth Hillmon when 

he was shot, was once subjected to a cross- 
examinat:on lasting 17 days. 

The amount now involved in the case is 
nearly $100,000. The original sum sued f 
in 1879 was $2,000, arfd with interest 
costs this has more than quadrupled. 

New York Life Insurance Company gave 
a licy of $10,000, but has settled with the 

defendant since the last trial. — 

The plaintiff, Mrs. Sallie Hillmon-Smith, 

_ lives in Leavenworth, where she has made 
her home most of the time since the re- 
ported death of her first husband. She re- 
mained single for many years after suit was 

Gled and lived with her mother. 

rs. Smith ts shrewd, and in her long 

| tigation has been more than a match for 

the ablest attorneys put forward by the 

insurance companies. All kinds of t¥icks 

lawyers have been attempted to trap 
her, but they failed, 

. .Bhe is now the wife of Mr. Smith, a trav- 

, eling man, -to whom she was married eight 
years fae. 

The sixth trial is under different condi- 
tions than existed heretofore. In former 
trials all three of the original insurance 
companies stood together and the defense 
was conducted as one. Within two years 
the New York Life has settled with Mrs. 
Smith and withdrawn from al! litigation. 
The Connecticut Mutual Life and the Mu- 
tual Life of New York are. now in the 
case. 

The friends of Mrs. Smith claim that this 
wilt greatly aid her case, and they expect 
to have it brought out tn the evidence that 
one of the defendant companies gave up 
the fight as hopeless and thereby acknowl- 
edged that it was wro@. Should this be 
attempted some rather interesting evidence 
‘will be offered by the other companies, and 
an attempt. made to prove that this settle- 
ment was forced. The settlement was 
brought about while Webb MeNall was the 
Kansas State Insurance Commissioner. and 
that it was done to prevent the revocation 
of the license permitting the company to 
continue in business in the State. ‘The

a close friend, for a trip West. They 
were in a spring wagon, and stated they 
were going on a rambling trip. On March 
27, while in camp at Crooked Creek, near 
Medicine Lodge, @ man was shot and 
killed: It was reported at the time by 
Brown that it was Hillmon, and that he 
was accidentally shot while pulling a gun 
irom the back of the wagon. An inquest 
foilowed and the coroner’s jury reported 
a’ verdict that Hillmon was accidentally 
killed and the body was buried. 

Abolit the time Baldwin and others were 
preparing to fence in the grave agents of 
the insurance companies arrived on the 
scene and demanded the body. The agents 
of the insurance companies chaimed to have 
received informaticn that the body was 
not that of Hillmon, but that of another 
man who had been murdered by Hillmon 
and Brown, and that a conspiracy was on 
to rob the insurance companies of $25,000, 
the amount of the three policies. 

The body was disinterred. and _  photo- 
graphed and another inquest held. This 
was fellowed by bringing the body to Law- 
renee, Kan., where it was buried a second 
time. Within a few days it was disinterred 
again and photographed once more. 

It is charged by Mrs. Hillmon that the 
body was mutilated, that vaccination marks

were cut out of the arm, and that it was 
disfigured in other ways. A third inquest 
was held and the body, then considerably 
decomposed, was viewed by many Lawrence 
people who Knew Hillmon. Some swore it 
was the body of Hillmon, while others were 
positive that it was not. A dentist who had 
filled one of Hillmon’s teeth was brought 
into the case and according to his diagram 
and statement the body was that of an- 
other man. The testimony of this dentist 
has been one of the strongest cards for 
the insurance companies, and it tended to 
bring on a doubt of Hillmon having been 


killed. 

Mrs. Hillmon swore positively that the 
body was that of her husband and. she 
mourned him as dead. The insurance com- 
panies’. agents set up the claim that the 
body was that of Adolph Walters, a cigar- 
maker, wha@se home was in Fort Madison, 
Io. In support of this claim a letter was 


produced that Walters had written home to , 


relatives from Wichita, Kan., telling them 
that he was about to start ona trip across 
Kansas with Hillmon. It is charged that 
was the last ever heard of Walters, and 
he has never turned up alive.- The in- 
surance agents charged that Walters was 
murdered by Hillmon and Brown.

COMPLEX STATE OF THE IRON 
AND STEEL TRADE. 


RAILS ARE TO BE ADVANCED. 


Wire Pushed Up $3 Per Ton and Struc- 
tural Iron Will Reach a 
Higher Figure. 


NDW YORK, Oct. 19.—Discussing the con- 
dition of the iron and metal trade, the Iron 
Age says to-day: 

Conditions in the iron trade are becoming 
more and more puzzling. While assertions 
as to adverse effect of high prices on con- 
sumption are growing numerous and there 
is more talk of resistance to further ad- 
vances the large interests are = aS8- 
suming an attitude of greater ag- 
gressiveness. The highly interesting 
movements in the vessel transporta- 
tion on the lakes are complex, but find 
their explanation in the effort on the part 
of large consumers of ore to keep down 
lake rates while the ship owners are trying 
to establish a high figure in order to make 
it apply on old contracts. Charters for a 
heavy tonnage for the 1900 season have 
been made at $1.10 and $1.2% and discussions 
as to coming ore prices are being heard. A 
rise from the $2.60 ‘basis this year to $5 and 
$5.25 is spoken of. Apparently little has 
been done in furnace coke for the first half 
of 1900, but $3 Is mentioned, while a con- 
siderably lower figure is spoken of for the 
second half. 

Some large movements are reported in the 
intermediate materials in the Central West. 
In Bessemer pig there have been two sales 
aggregating 000 tons. This dees not in- 
clude a #,f 
Northwest. 

One block of 8,0 tons of Dillets was 
placed for delivery during the first half. 
There are very heavy billet inquiries in 
the market, one interest alone asking for 
over 100,000 tons. The attitude of the prin- 
cipal purchasers will probably be defined 
at an early date and an important confer- 
ence is talked of.

RESPONSIBILITY OF TEACHERS 


They Cannot Be Held for Failure of 
Pupils to Acquire 
Knowledge. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PATBDRSON, N. J., Oct. 19.—Educational 
experts and students were interested in the 
suit of Joseph Williamson, a newsdealer, 
against Dr. Eugene MactChesney, principal 
of MacChesney’s Business and Classical 
College. Williamson wants $2000 damages 
for alleged breach of contract. 

Fred B. Williamson, son of the plaintiff, 
Was 12 years old in 1894, when his father 
sent him to '‘MacChesney’s College, with 
the understanding that he was to be given 
a good commercial education, with par- 
ticular attention to bookkeeping. He paid 
$400 a year for a four years’ course. 

At the end of that time Mr. Williamson 
asked the boy to figure out the discount 
on a bill of goods. The boy was unable 
to do so, and the father reluctantly paid 
the last $0 due and took the boy from 
MacChesney’s. 

The suit for breach of contract was 
based on the alleged lack of attention given 
the boy at school. Young. Williamson tes- 
tified that the teachers were always too} 
busy to explain anything, and that they 
simply allowed -the pupils to copy [lessons 
from text books. 

William B. Gourley, as counsel for Dr. 
MactChesney, asked the boy these element- 
ary questions:

The youth was also put through an ex- 
amination on the witness stand in spelling, 
history and geography.

The boy was also examined in bookkeep- 
ing and showed an almost total lack of 
krowledge on that subject. Expert book- 
keepers testified that the system as shown 
by the text books was useless for practical 
purposes, 

The plaintiff's lawyer offered in evidence 
a letter sent by Dr. MacChesney to Mrs. 
Williamson on Jan. 1, 1895, which said that 
the boy was doing splendidly. Accompany- 
ing this was a report of the boy’s examina- 
ticn, showing a percentage of 9 to 10 
in the various branches of study.

BARRED BECAUSE THEY WORK. 


THEY COME HERE TO MAKE A 
LITTLE MONEY. 


But That Is Precisely What Americans 
Do Who Go to the Flowery 
Kingdom and Obtain 
Concessions. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—In his ad- 
Gress before the International Commercial 
Congress, Minister Wu Ting Fong said: 

“Persons are generaly disliked on ac- 
count of their indolence, immorality and 
other bad qualities, but I believe this ‘se 
the first instance in the history of the 
world that a peaple are considered as un- 
desirable and excluded from a country be- 
cause of their industry, perseverance, hon- 
esty and other good qualities. China does 
not make such invidious distinctions. What 
ia open ta one nation is open to all oth- 
ers. All are equally welcome. So far from 
tak ng any retaliatory measure, she is still 
hoiding the most friendly and cordial re- 
lations with the United States, and I hope 
and trust these relations will long con- 


tinue. In view of the certain increase of 
this vast trade and commerce between 
Chine and the United States, and in view 
of unrivaled oppcrtunities Ch'na offers to 
American capital and enterprise, the ques- 
tton naturally arises whether it is worth 
while to keep on your statute book a dis- 
cr.minating law against a people with 
whom it is to your interest to keep and 
maintain relations of the most friendly 
mature. This is a question for the mer- 
chants, capitaliste and laborers of this 
country to decide and I am sure they will 
decide polly ane fairly when the facts 
@re laid before them." 

An important statement made by the 
M.nister in his address, which met with 
unstinted appigush, was in reference to 
China's position toward the open door pol- 
icy of Great Britain and the United States, 4 
to which policy frequent reference had been 
@ade by other speakers. The Minister said: 

“I will take this opportunity to say, by 
way of a general answer to the preced- 
ing speakers who have referred to the 
open door in my country, that China always 
favors the open door. China opens her 
doors to the people and to the trade of 
every country, without distinction ag to 
race or color.” 

Wihen Minister Wu Ting Fang concluded 
his address the delegates applauded him 
for several minutes. At the conclusion of 
Wu Fang's addrese@ John Ford of New 
York, secretary of the American Asiatic 
Association, presented a resolution recit- 
ing that the exports of American manufac- 
turers to Ch.na are growing in value and 
in volume with a rapidity unexampled in 
any other market; thatjno other market in 
the world offers such Vast and varied op- 

rtunities for the further increase of 

merican exports; that these opportunities 
area absolutely dependent on the mainten- 
ance of equality of commercial privilege, 
which treaties made w th the United States 
eecure throughout the whole of the Chin- 
ese Empire. That certain foreign powers 
eeem to show a disposition to restrict that 
market to the advantage of their own citl- 
gens and the exclusion of others by the cre- 
ation of spheres of influence and that it is 
resolved as the Judgment of the represent- 
atives of American .ndustry and commerce 
engaged in the China trade here assembied 
as delegates to the International Commer- 
cial Congresa, that an emphatic declaration 

hould be made by the.Government of the 
Trnited States of ite intention to protect to 
its fullest extent the rights which its citl- 
gens enjoy under existing treat.es to pur- 
sue their trade in the Chinese Empire.

Not long after the prisoner who 
oe it was sent to prison a yillainous look- 
ing scoundrel came here and asked for the 
syringe. He had an order from the con- 
vict for it, but I would not let him have 


The syringe, two long, slender phials, a 
number of needles and a small extension 
tube were compactly stowed away in a 
little aluminum case that could be sipped 
into the waistcoat pocket. 

The extension tube is made to fit into 
the end of the syringe, thereby extending it 
and making of it a miniature riffe barrel 
from which the deadly darts could be 
thrown to a much’ greater distance than 
from the syringe itself.

AN ILLINOIS CENTRAL WRECK. 


—— 


REAR-END COLLISION BETWEEN 
FREIGHT TRAINS. 


One of the Most Costly Accidents 7 
the History of the Road Oc- 
curred Three Miles From 
Belleville.

A railroad wreck disastrous to the ex- 
tent of the property loss, and which may 
yet result in sacrifice of life, occurred 
Wednesday evening on the Illinois Central 
Railroad at Wilderman Station, a _ coal 
mining hamlet three miles southeast of 
Belleville. 

It was a rear-end collision between freight 
trains. Ira Bookstaver of East St. Louis, 
One of the engineers, received injuries 
which dt is feared will terminate fatally. 


That there were not several lives lost is 
deemed remarkable. The second train was 
going 25 miles an hour when it crashed 
into the first. Eighteen cars were piled 
up on the track. The engine of the second 
train turned a somersault and landed in 
the ditch beside the track, wrong side up. 

A little before 5 o’clock second No. 288, 

Arthur Lynn engineer, Arthur Goerley 
fireman and Hancock conductor, north 
bound, stopped at Wilderman to pick up 
@ few cars of coal. The train had just 
coupled up on the main track and a brake- 
man from the step of the cahoose had 
iven the signal to go ahead, when local 
reight No. 292, in charge of Conductor 
William Niehaus of Pinckneyville, ‘showed 
around the bend less than ® car lengths 
away, coming at a speed of 25 miles an 
hour, 

There were 18 loaded cars and three 
empties behind the engine of the local, and 
although Engineer Ira Bookstaver applied 
the brakes and jammed down the reverse 
lever, it was impossible to check the speed 
appreciably. 

What happened immediately after that 
was told laconically by Bookstaver, two 
hours after, as he lay groaning on a couch 
at the Hartnagel-Harrison drug store in 
Belleville. 

“I got down and hung to the handle, 
he said, “until I saw that saltpeter wouldn't 
stop her, and then I let go and went out 
like a pigeon. The accident was due to no 
flagman being sent back when 288 stopped 
at Wilderman. We were overdue then, and 
the conductor of 288 ought to have known 
it. was running about 25 miles an hour, 
> as to make Belleville in time to take 
the siding for the passenger. We were 
only about 20 car lengths away when I saw 
the train standing on the track. I did all 
that I eould, but I could not check the 
speed of the train in that distance. I have 
been a railroad man since 1873 and an en- 
gkineer since 1879 and this is the first se- 
rious collision I have been in.’’ 

The wreck was one of the most disas- 
trous which has ever ocecuryed on the road, 
The eighteen cars which were’ § wrecked 
were all heavily loaded. Those on the lo- 
cal freight were loaded principaily with 
produce, and after the crash, the tracks 
were strewn with butter and eggs and veg- 
etables and apples about four feet deep. 
The 26 cars on the front train were nearly 
all eoal cars, loaded. The caboose was 
reduced to splinters. The ears ahead of it 
and those nearest to the engine of the 
second train were broken al) to 
The shock caused the engine of the second 
train to rear up and fall over backward 
in the ditch, completely reversing its direc- 
tion. 

As soon as the collision occurred, En- 
ineer Lynn, of the front train, cut loose 
is engine and ran to Beileville with all 
speed ty stop the passenger train ihe 
south, which was almost due. He did not 
stop to ascertain who had been killed or 
injured. 

Drs. Rayhill and West, Jr., were called 
to the depot by telephone, and accompanied 
by C. W. Harrison and one or two rail- 
yoad officials were taken as quickly as 
possible to the scene of the wreck. They 
found, to their surprise, that Bookstaver 
was the only one injured. He did not ap- 
pear then to have received more than se- 
vere bruises, but after he was vemoved to 
Belleville his condition rapidly became 
worse and he was sent to St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital. The doctors could not determine 
with certainty the extent of his injuries, 
but it was feared his spine was injured 
and his skull fractured. It was thought best 
to send for his wife. Thursday morning 
it was still impossible to say whether he 
would recover,

BELIEVING AND DOING, 


Attention has been directed to the fact that the most cour- 
ageous utterances in England against the Boer war have come 
from Herbert Spencer, Frederick Harrison, John Morley and 
H. M. Hyndmat, all secularists, agnostics and free thinkers; 
afd that these are enthusiastically received by the trade 
unions, who are almost to a man in favor of peace. 

Is it not strange and disquieting that the advocates of peace 
are not followers of the Prince of Peace, and that so many 
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+ ‘ghurchmen of high and low degree are supporters of the sword? 


It was remar!):ed at the time, that every bishop in the House 
of Lords voted for Beaconsfield’'s Afghan war, called the 
wickedest war that England ever waged, and this South Afri- 
can aggression is approved openly or tacitly by many whose 
professions and creed certainly discountenance violence on 
any account. : 

It is not to be supposed that these men, who are _ high- 
‘minded, humane gentlemen, like peace in the abstract any less 
than Mr. Spencer or Mr. Harrison. Why is it that peace in 
the concrete is not equally desirable? What is a principle 
worth if not embodied in life? Believing and doing ought not 
. to be sundered go completely. 

The United States are providing 68,000 men and forty-five 
warships to bring one tribe of Malays to submission and Great 
Britain is providing 70,000 men and a fleet and is calilng out 
the militia to whip two weak Republics. Imperialism is prof- 
itable to the syndicates, but a heavy burden on the people who 
pay the expenses. 
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A TIP FROM TORONTO. 

Comparison of the street railway situation {in Toronto, 
Canada, with that in St. Louis, shows strikingly to what an 
extent the people of St. Louls were buncoed in the recent 
street railway trust amalgamation. 

Instead of allowing the street railways to grab everything 
in sight, Toronto bought up all the tracks and leased the right 
to run cars. Under this lease the companies pay $800 a mile 
rental. 

* That would mean $325,000 a year in the case of St. Louis lines. 

Toronto lines also pay 10 per cent on gross earnings. 

That would mean $500,000 a year in the case of St. Louis 


etreet railways. 

Toronto compelled the companies to give fares of 2%, 3 and 
4 cents, workingmen’s tickets being eight for a quarter and 
_ gehool children’s tickets 10. Transfers are universal. 

Im spite of these payments and reasonable fares, the street 
_ pallway lines of Toronto are immensely profitable, paying 4

Through the action of a corrupt Legislature and a trust- 
promoting Governor, the St. Louis street railways have been 
given monopoly privileges. On the strength of these privileges 
they have issued stock to the amount of $90,000,0000, on prop- 
erty value at less than $25,000,000. They expect to make big 
dividends on this mass of watered stock, out of 5-cent fares.

Nothing but the promise of a few paltry transfers. 
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The trusts will be amazed at this declaration of Currency 
Comptroller Dawes. And what will Mr. Hanna say te such 
talk from an officer of the Federal Treasury: ‘Rather than 
have in the hands of any corporation the power to absolutely 
fix the price of a necessary of life at an arbitrary figure, the 
people of the United States will eventually and rightfully 
da one of two things: they will enact legislation for the pro- 
tection of the people from ex tortion, by a governmental regu- 
lation more or legs extended as public necessity may reqnire, cr 
they will enact legislation for the enforced creation of conipe- 
tition by the disintegration of trusts.” Mr. Hanna will have to 
remain in Washington if his friends of the trusts are t> be 
protected as they expect to be by the present Administration, 
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OUR DEWEY DEMONSTRATION. 


Chicago expects to entertain Admiral Dewey some time be- 
tween Nov. 16 and the close of that month. It is probable that 
the Admiraal in accepting the invitation to visit St. Louis will 
name @ date within the period mentioned. 

The time for preparation is short. No time should be lost 
in sending the invitation and securing an answer, so that the 
date of the visit may be settled. It would be well to ask the 
Admiral to select as early a date as possible, because of the 
weather. We usually have beautiful weather until the latter 4 
part of November, but we cannot count,upon good weather 
after Dee. 1. The earlier the date t¥e better. 

Cities that have entertained Admiral Dewey have vied with 
each other in doing him honor. St. Louis must have a Dewey 
demonstration worthy of the man and of the metropolis of 
the Mississippi VaHey. 
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That is a queer argument of the Administration press that 
we should give the American Indian independence if we give 
it to the Pilipinos. Because the Indian has been deprived of 
his country the Filipinos should be treated in the same way. 
We must go back to the old idea that might makes right, and 
repeat the errors of the past. At the close of the Nineteenth 
Century we must go back and live in the Seventeenth. But 
as a matter of fact we have t denied the Indian the right of 
citizenship. He could have had it any time he asked for it. 

The President corrects Mr. Griggs’ one tribe 1 per cent ar- 
gument. It is not even one tribe. “One tribe, and a small 
fraction of that tribe, is questioning the sovereignty of the 
United States in the Island of Luzon.” They must be tre- 
mendous fellows. A small fraction is less than one-half, at 
the mcst. Hence the Filipinos under arms must number less 
than 1¢,000, and yet the President sends 70,000 men and 45 
warships to subdue this insignificant force. 

Senator Frye will be considered very stupid by his partisan 
friends in attributing our prosperity to Providence instead 
of President McKinley. With Comptroller Dawes decluring 
against the trusts and Senator Frye spreading the tden that 
we are in the hands of Providence rather than in charge of a 
politician, great harm is being done the G. O. P. 
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“America is piling up a good deal of history to be uncorked 
on the Fourth of July, 19@0,”’ says an Administration organ. 
Things are not usually piled up to be uncorked, but it may 
be well to say that the Philippine part of our history should 
remain corked as much as possible. Its odor is very bad. 
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A snowstorm in Colorado that has continued for mure than 
a week in October, causing large losses of stock, sugvests to 
the Missourian how fortunate he is in having his home ina 
State whose autumn weather is so delightful. There {is nu good 
climatic reason for emigration from Missouri, 

Reduction of the price of gas in St. Louis has increased 
the income of the Laclede Gas Co., and consumers and the 
company have both been benefited. There is often more profit 
in reduced than in increased prices, even when theére is a large 
demand. 
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The Rev. Horace Bigelow, who tore the mask of benevolence 
from the face of despotism at the Chicago anti-imperialism 
conference, hag a clear idea of the value of religion and civ- 
ilization as devices for the promotion of tyranny and spolia- 


tion. 
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President McKinley, in favoring Great Britain rather than 
the Boers, does not represent the sentiment of the people of 
the United States;. nor does his course in this respect cover 
the errors of the Administration in Philippine affairs.

COAL COMBINE CANNOT SECURE 
GOOD LABORERS. 


UNION WORKINGMEN ARE FIRM. 


Temporary Advantage Secured by the 
Strikers Will Be Made the 
Most Of. 


ST 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 1,.—The war on 
the coal combination known as the “Big 
Four’’ will be waged to a finish by the 
United Mine Workers of America That or- 
ganization’s treasury is backing the unions 
affected in Missouri, Arkansas, Kansas and 
Indian Territory and the brainiest men of 
the Execut:ve Council have planned what 
they believe will be a most successful cru- 
sade. 

Every coal miner in the States and Ter- 
ritories named is affiliated with a union and 
is paying into the campaign fund W cents 
each week and in every affected district 
energetic men are laying the wires for the 
final coup. Moral suasion will be the prin- 


cipal weapon used. At the present time 
more than two-th:rds of the coal operators 
in Missouri, Kansas, Arkaneas and Indian 
Territory have recognized the undons by 
signing agreements and ratifying the wage 
scale, and they are proving strong allies of 


the men. 

The ‘Big Four,’ tt is said, has but few 
really experienced miners in its employ, 
and in cons et is unable to work its 
mines to thelr capacities. In every coal 
district there ‘ft a dearth of miners and 
missionaries are now at work sec uring men 
now employed by the “Big Four’ for en- 
sugements in the coal mines of the central 
and aout Dern States, 

In many of the large cities a coal famine 
exists. 
than the supply and great efforts are be- 
ing made to induce the thousands of un- 
employed experienced men in the camps 
controlled by the ‘“‘Big Four’’ to accept em- 
oe ¢ ment at more remunerative rates. 

ransportation will be furnished all com- 
ers from East St. Louis to their points of 
destination, and in several instances offers 
of transportation from the piace of em- 
ployment to the mines have eee held up 
as a bait. 

James Boston, a member of the Executive 
Council of the United Mine Workers of 
America, returned yesterday from a visit 
to Illinolse. At labor headquarters he was 
given a cordial greeting and to all inquiries 
anent the troubie with the “Big Four’ he 
replied that the unlon forces were never 
in better shape for a winning fight than 
they are now. 

“We will at once prosecute the cam- 
paigns ag planned,” said he. “The ‘Big 
Four’ will be forced to recognize the union, 
The operators have declared that they will 
in no way recognize the righi of the men 
to organize or to be represented by busi- 
ness agents. That is the contention. We 
ins.st that we have as much right to repre- 
sentation as have the operators. The stock- 
holders of the companies of the ‘Bi 
—the Western Coal and Mining 
Central Coal and Coke Co., the Southwest 
Improvement Co. and the Kansas and Tex- 
as Coal Co.—exercised that right when they 
organized and placed the affairs of the re- 
spective companies in the bands of agents, 
and the men who work for them believe 
they are entitled to the same rights. The 
miners do not know the stockhoidere and 
it goes without saying that the stockholders 
do not know the m.ners. The principle in- 
volved is the rout of unionism, and in or- 
der to uphold it the United Mine Work- 
ers of America wil] fight for it until it ls 
recognized. 

‘By depriving the companies of the ser- 
vices of experienced coal miners we will 
strike a blow at their most vulnerable spot. 
One experienced miner can be depended 
upon to make more money for them than 
three scabs. The experienced man knows 
how to dig, he knows how. to care for the 
‘rooms’ and how to ‘prop.’ Turn a mine 
over to an inexperienced gang and it soon 
becomes dangerous to work in and its out- 
put is curtailed to a losing point. The 
situation at the mines of Hartshorne, In- 
dian Territory, will illustrate my meaning, 
Before the strike 370 men were employed 
there and the output was from © to 100 
carloads a day. Now they employ a force 
of about 400 scabs and th@ average output 
is 16 carloads a day and at no time haa the 
output exceeded 2 carloads daily. The 
same situation exists to a greater or less 
extent in every mine controlled by the ‘Big 
Four.’ We estimate that there are 3000 idle 
coal miners in the Indian Territory because 
of the strike, but they are standing firmly 
by union principles. Although many have 
been offered work elsewhere they almost 
uniformly refuse because they do not care 

go away from thelr homes, 
Leavenworth, Kan., and at Brush 
Higginsville and Waverly, Mo..

A Veteran Advertiser’s Flour Made a 
Hit at England’s Breakfasts. 
From the Albany Press Knickerbocker . 
The Press has received a letter from De 
Linton Wiug, whom many of the old gener- 
ations cf Albanians wil' remember well 
as “the presenitor of Mberae alvertiaing. * 
Ife igs now an old man, living in Pough- 
keepsie, an? became known thro.vweh ut this 
2cuntry and abroad by bis extensive ad: 
vertising of a famous brand of flour of 
which he was the proprietor—the Julian 
mills flour. It is said that at one time he 
was worth $50,000,000, but lost his fortune 
partly by speculation In buying newspapers. 

“I was one of the earliest subse ribers to 
the Press and the Express,"' writes Mr. 
Wing, “and advertised for years in the 
palees cerbocker, the Express and the

One of Mr. Wing's greatest advertising 
feats was the insertion in the London 
Times, much to the aurprise of the slow- 
going ‘Britons, of a full page advertisement 
of his famous brand of flour. It was 
claimed as a joke that Mr. Wing, who 
alone had the secret and the patent for 
the manufacture of the Julian mills flour, 
intreduced tn the ingredients a moistening 
of alcoho! and hops that gave a pungency 
upon which many a family was mildly ex- 
hilarated every morning at breakfast, and 
he had, as a part of his business accounts, 
a letter from Lord Palmerston, Prime Min- 
ister of England, in which the latter ex-

In the adv ertisement in the London Times 
Mr. Wing had such striking lines as these:

ate of the page was a wood cut—a most ter- 
rible innovation for the London Times—of 
Mr. Wing seated between the neen and 
Lord Palmerston, who are bot begging 
him to come to England and live at Wind- 
sor. To this Mr. Wing responds: “I am aa 
American SOV ereign, greater than the Brit- 
ish crown.’ 

One of Mr. Wing's greatest enter 
was during the great celebration of 1858, 
over the Atlantic cable. Albany turned cal 
in great procession, at the head of which 
was the great wagon of D. L. Wing, made 
entirely of flour barrels. Sixteen flour bar- 
rels served as wheels and thousands of 
barrel staves formed an awning over the 
body of the wagon, on which 680 young la- 
dies in bakers’ dress were conductin a 
mimic bakery of the Julian cakes. Thou- 
sands of Albanians were gratuitously 
served with bread that day from the Jullan 

mills flour, and at the home of nearly 
every poor family in the ward in which 
Mr. Wing lived were left that night a bar- 
rel of flour and a photograph of Wing 
and Queen Victoria.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 19.—George 
E. Smith, justice of thé peace for the 
Fourtr District of the city of St. Louis, filed 
his returns and answers in the Supreme 
Court in bane this morning to Attorney- 
General Crow's information to oust him 
from the office on the ground that he is 
holding and exercising the duties thereof 


without Warrant or legai authority. 

The respondent sets up a general denial 
of each and every aliegation made against 
him by the re pete General, and after 
citing the record in the case leadin up to 
this proceeding from the death of atrick 
Sheehan, justice of this district in May, 
1896; the tle vote between James Griffin 
and Siegmund L. Kramer for justice of 
the peace in tre district, which resulted in 
the appointment of Kramer to the office 
by the Mayor of that city, and the ouster 
of Kramer from the office by the Supreme 
Court in an opinion by Marshall on May 
30, last, holding that the appointment was 
illegal because the ‘Mayor, acting as a 
County Court, had no power to decide such 
a tie vote and make the appointment. The 
respondent’s answers follow: 

“Thereafter ,on June 9, 1899, the judges of 
the Circuit Court, Probate Court and Court 
of Criminal Correction of the City of St. 
Louls met at said city, and assuming and 
believing that there was a vacancy in the 
office, caused by the failure to elect an in- 
cumbent at the last genera) election, held 
on Nov. 8, 1898, appointed, in writing, this 
respondent to fiJl said vacancy, and unitl 
his successor be qualified, and in pursuance 
of said appointment on June 12, 1899, re- 
spondent was commissioned by the Mayor 
and took the oath of office, and on June 13, 
1899, respondent filed his appointment com- 
mission and oath in the office of the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court of the City of St. 
Louis, where they were recorded.” 

The respondent then ws that this writ 
of quo warranto be denie 

In this connection, it will be remembered 
that Judge Marshal, 
Kramer, also held that in case of such tie 
vote the office should be filled by a special 
election. The respondent, Smith, holding 
the office from appointment, Attorney. 
General Crow holds to be illegal, Gen 
Crow says there is nothing gained by 

etting a “fellow” down unless you hold 

im there, and since he succeeded in getting 
Kramer ousted from this office, now he 
seeks to oust the respondent and hence 
cause the vacancy to be filled by a special
